. PURPOSE AND NEED

The purpose of this project is to make the necessary improvements at the Wendell Ford
(Western Kentucky) Parkway and Edward Breathitt (Pennyrile) Parkway Interchange to be
interstate compliant as agreed in the guidelines established by a FHWA agreement. The project
is necessary to upgrade current geometric elements to interstate standards as explained in the
I-69 SIU 5 Planning Study titled “I-69 Corridor Master Plan, Eddyville to Henderson, Final
Report May 2008” and incorporating guidelines established by a FHWA agreement.

IV. DBE REQUIREMENT

The Consultant team shall include a DBE Participation Plan with their response to
announcement. An additional page will be allowed with the project approach in the Response to
Announcement to convey this plan. A maximum of 4 points will be considered in the evaluation
factors for the DBE Participation Plan.

V. SCOPE OF WORK

The selected consultant will be required to provide Preliminary Engineering Services and Final

Design for roadway and structure design for the reconstruction of the interchange using the
recommendations of the 1-69 Corridor Master Plan Study and the FHWA/KYTC agreement to be
established. An IJS/IMR will be prepared with expected deliverables of preliminary interchange
layouts and cost estimates (construction and right-of-way). Study limits are from MP 33.876 to
MP 34.64 at Exit 34 on E.T. Breathitt (Pennyrile) Parkway and Exit 38 on W.H. Ford (Western
Kentucky) Parkway.

This project may be advanced to Final Roadway Design, with a Contract Modification. The
selected consultant may then be required to provide engineering services to perform Final
Roadway Design.

For state-funded projects, if a Selection Committee vote results in a tie between two (2) firms,

one (1) of which will perform more of the work tasks in Kentucky than the other, then the former
firm shall be ranked one (1) place ahead of the latter.
